Claim 1 (currently amended): An adjustable A diustablo p edal unit for motor 

vehicle, comprising: 

a first plate (1), to which at least an accelerator pedal (2) and a footbrake pedal (3) are 
articulated, said first p late being mounted slidingly onto first longitudinal guides (4) inclined 
forwards upwards forwardlv and upwardlv and being stilSy^onnected to a.motor vehicle floor, 
I means (6-10) for controlling the sliding and blocking in position locking of the first plate 

( 1 ) onto its on the first longitudinal g iudes (4), 

a second plate (25) for resting -supporting t he driver's heels, mounted slidingly on second 
longitudmal guides (26) in a baoioallv substantiallv h orizontal plane (C) above the aforesaid fi rst 
plate (1) onto longitudinal guid e s (26) , 

connecting means (27) with articulated levers between the first plate (1) and the second 
plate (25), putfeg -said connecting means being configured to move t he second plate (25) inte 
motion thanlcs to u pon adjustment of t he first plate (1) pulling it, whon the latter is adjuatod in 
position , said connecting means (27) enabling at the same time the first plate (1) and the second 
plate (25) to slide efihin.their respective sliding planes (B, C). 

Claim 2 (currently amended): Adjustable pedal unit according to claim 1, 

charact e rized in that it fiirther comprises finther comprising a n auxiliary footboard for resting 
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the foot that does not actuate the footbrake and accelerator pedals (2, 3), said auxiliary foothold 
(30) being supported by an arm (31) articulated to the second plate (25) and further supporting a 
guide roll (32) engaged onto a stationary longitudinal track (33). 

Claim 3 (currently amended): Adjustable pedal unit according to claim 1, 

charact e rized in that wherein t he first plate (1) is mounted slidingly onto two stationary of the 
firsLlongitudinal guides (4), consisting of i ncluding m etal section bars into which are mounted 
slidingly two corresponding metal section bars forming mobile guides (5) to which said first 
plate (1) is fastened. 

Claim 4 (currently amended): Adjustable pedal unit according to claim 3, 

charact e rized in that said mobil e guid e s (5) support w herein the controlling means includes a 
motor reducer assembly (9, 10)l for actuating a cross shaft (8) supporting on its end actuated bv 
the motor reducing assembly: t wo sprocket wheels (7) e ngaging with m ounted on the cross shaft; 
and longitudinal racks (6) fastened to the stationary fi igt.longitudinal guides (4) and engaged by 
the sprocket wheels . 

Claim 5 (currently amended): Adjustable pedal unit according to claim 4^ 

charact e rized in that 2 . wherein t he aforesaid c onnecting means with articulated levers comprise 
two connecting rods (27) having each end articulated to the first plate (1) at a first articulated 
joint a nd the opposite end articulated to the second plate (25) at a second articulated joint the 
axes of said first and second articulated joints being oriented transversally with respect to motor 
vehicle longitudinal direction. 
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Claim 6 (currently amended): Adjustable pedal unit according to claim 5, 

characteriz e d in that w herein t he arm (31) supporting the aforesaid a uxiliary footboard (30) is 
articulated to the aforesaid second plate (25) around an articulation axis (29) corresponding to 
the articulation axis (29) of the second plate (25) to the aforesaid connecting rods (27).
